Won in Spite. of Episode. 

He was successful in winning in spite of it, 
became a candidate for the position of minor- 
ity leader, aided in the delivery of Democratic 
votes, the re#ieotion of Speaker Shaftieff, 
and subsequently became involved in one 
of the bitterest contests which have vexed 
the minority side of the house im many years.

This last proposi- 
tion is but fair—equally efficient labor is en- 
titled to equal wages—but is it possible for 
a women to do the same work. 

“For instance, what woman could be a 
postman—out in all kinds of weather and at 
all hours, walking miles dally? And so of 
dozens of callings which among men are 
known as ‘light work '—coachmen, chanf- 
feurs, office porters, and so forth, to say noth- 
ing of the heavy day's work such as is per- 
formed by laborers, mechanics, hod carriers, 
and all that class.

Minneapolis, Minn., Feb.4.—Thomas Lowry, 
president of the Twin City Rapid Transit 
rallway and the Minneapolis, Sti Paul and 
Sault Ste.

Combinations are here to stay. The 
fact should be recognized. The evils 
which attend them are to be cured by 
publicity, Such are the views of the 
United States commissioner “of corpora- 
tions, and they are sensible ones. The 
movement toward combination and con- 
centration in business is one of the eco- 
nomie features of the day. It cannot be 
checked by prohibitory legislation. Its 
attendant objections,. however, ean de 
greatly reduced by systematic publicity 
through authorized channels. 

Such publicity should be provided for 


reports would be made by the large in- 
terstate corporations, all propér business 
secrets being safeguarded. These reports 
should de voluntary rather than compul- 
sory if agreement for the former plan can 


under proper regulations should be recog- 
nized by the government. The records 
and accounts of such corporations should 
be accessible to the government euthori- 
jties at all reasonable times. 

The plan has its good points. It recog- 
nises existing conditions. It indicates the 
two parties whose coUperation is essen- 
tial.

The duc de Feszensac is the chief of the his- 
toric house of Montesqulou, which has played 
so great a role in the history of France. Not 
long after the accession to the throne of 
Louis XVI. he authorised Pierre, marquis de 
Montesquieu, who had been his menin— 
that is to-say, had been brought up with him 
to assume the name of Fezensac in addition 
to his Own, on the ground that he was de- 
scended in the female line from the otherwise 


extinct counts de Fezensac, who in olden, : 


times had exercised petty sovereign sway in 
the Gers. 


— 

Up to the time of the great revolution it was 
customary to select lads belonging to the old- 
est nobility and of the same age as one or 
another of the sons of the monarch in order 
to be brought up with him, so that the youth- 
ful scions of royalty might enjoy the com- 
panionship in their studies, in their games. 
and, in fact, throughout their entire youth of 
carefully selected comrades. This practice 
prevailed in nearly all the continental courts 
of Europe, and these foster brothers of the 

ung princes of the blood were known as 
heir “ menitis.”” Sometimes, too, they served 
the purpose of whipping boys. That is to 
say, they received the punishment and per- 
sonal chastisement which the prince had in- 
curred by misconduct, and it may be safely 
assumed that as boys are the same all the 
world over the young menin,“ when after- 
wards alone with his lilustrious playmate, 
managed to get even with him for any casti- 
gation which he had received. 

This first Montesquiou to bear the name of 
Fezensac was master of the horse to the 
comte de Provence, afterwards Louis XVIII., 
refrained from emigrating along with the 
other nobles, but joined Mirabeau, and in 1792 
commanded, as-general in chief, the army of 
the south, which took possession of Savoy. 
Suspected of royalist sympathies, he was re- 
lieved almost immediately afterwards of his 
command and died in exile in 1798. His sec- 
ond brother, Francis de Montesquiou-Fezen- 
sac, entered the church and became an abbé, 
represented the clergy in the states general, 
and attached himself to the comte de Prov- 
ence, whom hé followed. 4 5 exile and with 
whom he became extremely intimate. 

On the restoration in 1814 he was named by 
Louis X VIN. first minister of the interior and 
then premier, being one of the principal au- 
thors of the “ charte,’’ or royal constitution. 
When Napoleon returned from Elba he was 
forced to flee. After the second restoration. 
in 1815, King Louis neglected to reappoint 
him to any office; but contented himself with 
creating him first a peer of the realm and 


then a duke. He is also on record as having 


been one of the only members elected to mem- 
bership of the academy on purely personal 
grounds and through royal influence, without 
any literary, scientific, or artistic claims to 
the honor. 
> 
The comtesse de Montesquiou-Fezensac, 


his sister-in-law, was appointed by the Em- 


‘peror Napoleon to be the “ gouvernante in 


chief and mistress of the household of his 
infant son, the king of Rome, the Aigion,’’ 
w ed as duke of Reichstadt; aud her son, 
enlisting in the army as a private under Na- 
poleon in 1804, won his way rapidly upwards 
on the battle fields until he becamea genera} 
and a member of the personal staff of the 
emperor. Having failed in his efforts to ob- 
tain permission to follow Napoleon to Elba, 
he was banished as an adherent of the fallen 
emperor by the Bourbons, but h the 
irifluence 

permission to return to France, 
where he became intimate with the then duke 
of Orleans, joining his household as gentle- 
man in waiting to the duchess. 

When the duke became ruler of France as 
King Louis Philippe he selected Gen. de Mon- 
tesqulbu-Fesensac to proceed as special am- 
bassador extraordinary to notify his acces- 
sion to the foreign courts, and in 1847 the gen- 
eral was at the head of the brilliant staff of 
officers ‘Who accompanied the duc de Mont-

—I have been interested in horses all of my 
life, have watched the careless, senseless 
handling of the workers on our streets for 
years, but must say that instead of placing 
blame upon the teamsters, drivers, owners, 
etc., as is nearly always done, the blame 
should be placed upon the department of 
street repairing. : , 

When the granite blocks become rounded 
and smooth as glass, as the majority of the 
downtown streets are, it is impossible for a 
horse to travel without slipping, twisting of 
ankles, cutting quarters, of dangérously 
calking themselves. So I would suggest that 
the streets be kept in fit condition for travel 
without this danger, by putting In pavement 
that will at least give.a fair foothold. 

If all the horses traveling the streets were 
required to be shod as pager as the horses 
used by the police department I believe there 
would be less grounds for complaint of cruel- 
ty to animals. If our horses were shod 
oftener, and our streets were kept fit for trav.

While I admit that 
some young fighters find it a neces- 
sary to have some one to get them 
the wise boy can do pretty well for himself 
unless he.gets into one of those places where 
the managers have the fight clubs sewed 
up. 1 have known. of frameups where a 
fighter would not be permitted to appear un- 
less he gave a manager a percentage of his 


There are many who are good fighters 
but are ignorant of the ways of the world, 
and especially as to business methods. They 
Absolutely need a manager, as they. could 
never get a chance to make a reputation 
unless he paved the way by getting good 
matches and that they were not.

I participated in nine engagements during 1606. 
fighting 115 rounds. I succeeded in winning seven 
battles, five of which were won by tle knockout 
with my special left half-sciseors hook. I fought 
one exhibition with Tommy Markham in the 
copper district of Utah known as Eureka. I lost 
my first battle with Jimmy Britt, as many of 
my readers will remember. when Referee Billy 
Roach, the Honest Bowery Boy (as he is 
called), gave a bum decision. The crowd present 
will bear witness of this fact. 

The following year, 1905, however, I ‘hooked 
James Edward into Snoozeville in eighteen-rounds | 
at Colma, Cal... on Admisgion day, winning the 
white lightweight championship of the worid. 


Fights Simms at Milwaukee: 


I was feeling pretty good leaving St. Joseph, 
Mo., after the fle trimming which I handed 
Clarence English, and I rolled into Milwaukee 
several weeks later and was matched to take on 
Artie Simms. The Artful Dodger,” as I calied 
him. I was not a full fedged lightweight, and 
was fighting around 128 to 130 pounds. Simms was 
in his prime and was rated as the king bee of all 
the boys fighting in the central and middle west 
states. We hooked up on the night of Jan. 16, 
1904, at the Milwaukee Athletic club. 

Simms during the early stages of the fight per- 
sisted in crowding me about, the ring with his 
furious rushing tactics. O! but that was peach 
pie for me, as he was playing right into my hands 
as English had done a few weeks previously. I 
combed his hair a few times in the early rounds 
just to see how he would stand the gaff. He came 
back hard at me in the second round with the same 
Une of stuff and I got busy. I turned the tables 
on him before the close of the round and ham- 
mered him al? about the ring, forcing him to clinch 
on every opportunity. 

In round three, which proved to be the last, I 
Knocked him down twice. The last time he was 
out for good. Artie Simms, poor fellow, had boxed 
with me at the training quarters on several dif- 
ferent occasions, and of course, he being at that 
time one of the cleverest as well as one of the most 
popular in the country, figured that he could out- 
box me. I surprised him, as well as the majority 
of the fans present, by stopping him in such 
workmanlike style. He was practically knocked 
out until next afternoon. We were badly worried 
about him. 

Feb. 5& 1904, marked my final appearance in 
Milwaukee. Jack ONeill, the speedy little west- 
ern fighter, was about it“ at that time. By 
the way, I was cleaning up all the better class of 
lightweights in the short six round goes. , 

As it was my sixtieth battle I wanted to cele- 
brate the occasionw with one of my best knockouts. 
Right off the reel Jack the slugger,”’ as he was 
called back east, crossed me on the jaw with his 
right and put me flat on my back, though I was 
up and after him in a jiffy. He was a splendid 
boxer, fast on his feet, and his work in a shore 
bout Was showy—much on the order of Freddy 
Welch, the boy whom I now consider the greatest 
of shadow or ‘ butterfly ” boxers. O'Neill might 
have won the decision over me that night had 
he beem content to stand off and box with me. 

But _ no—he to finish me in the frst 
round, as he went after me like a shot out of a 
cannon, and especially after being 80 lucky as to 
floor me he picked up courage and went after me 
to do or ale.

Tf ever ONeill made a mistake in his life he made 
it in this fight by trying to outslug me, aeT beat 
him every inch of the going, and in the fifth and 
sixth rounds he was just barely able to stand.
